An Act further to amend the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act 

1947- 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1, This Act may be called the Foreign Exchange Regulation Short title. 
(Amendment) Act, 1958. 

2. For section 13A of the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947, Substitution 

the following section shall be substituted, namely:— tfonifo/acc- 

tion 13A. 

T3A. Notwithstanding anything contained in any other Restrictions 
law or in any contract, agreement or other instrument, the payment 
holder of any Government security, as defined in the Public cettX*Te-”^ 
Debt Act, 1944, created and issued for the purpose of raising a 
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public loan beiore Ihe 15th day of August, 1947, in respect of 
which the principal or interest or both are for the time being 
payable outside India in any country or place notified in this 
behalf by the Central Government shall not be entitled, except 
with the general or special permission of the Reserve Bank, to 
have any such payment made at any place in India. 

Explanation .—In this section, “holder” shall have the 
same meaning as in clause (a) of sub-section (5) of section 13.’. 


THE PREVENTION OF DISQUALIFICATION (AMEND¬ 
MENT) ACT, 1958

An Act further to amend the Prevention of Disqualification 

Aa, 1953. 

Be It enacted by Parliament in the Ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Prevention of Disqualification 
(Amendment) Act, 1958, 

2. In section 4 of the Prevention of Disqualification Act, 1953, for ^ 
the figures and words “31st day of December, 1958”, the figures and 
words “31st day of December, 1959” shall bo substituted.
